The Jand is covered with thick Ice, 
however, and the traveling will be 
muokh the same as ft t north of Grant 
Lend. Mr. Shackleton declures that 
for the amount of food they nee? the 
ponies he will use do. about three 
thmes the work-which can be expect- 
ed from dogs. No doubt the food is 
of a different kind from that: which 
the dogs eat. Whet Mr. Shackleton 
means, therefore, probably is that the 
food required by ponies is Hghter 


than that usually given to dogs, He 


says that one pony will drag as much 
as eighteen dogs, but consume only. 
eleven pounds a day, whereas the 
eighteen dogs need thirty-six pounds, 
Bulk seems to count for less than 
weight in carrying food in the Arctic 
and Antarctic regions. 

The result of this experiment will
